Present at Mansion House Conference—Authorities Take Steps | 


to Deal With Situation—Man-Power Bill Becomes Law. 


LONDON, April 18.-—All the re- 
maining stages of the man power 
bill were concluded today, and the 
royal assent was given the meas- 
ure, 


LONDON, April 19.—The leaders 
of the Nationalists in Treland, includ- 
ing the Redmondites, who are now led 
by John Dillon, and the Sinn Feiners, 
O'Brienites, Laborites and Clericals, 
were “united in their determination to 
resist conscription by the most effec- 
tive means at our disposal,’’ which ts 
the wording of a resolution passed at a 
meeting of bishops at Maynooth on 
Thursday afternoon, 

For the first time in many years, the 
Nationalists met the Dublin Sinn Fein- 
ers and their older enemies, William 
O'Brien and Timothy Healy, while 
labor representatives who have not 
been very friendly to the Nationalists 
in three years, were also present at 
the conference which was held under 
the chairmanship of the lord mayor. 

The Sinn Feiners were loudly cheer- 
ed when they arrived at the Mansion 
Ifouse, 

The outcome of the conference was 
that a committee composed of John 


Dillon, Edward MDevalera, Timothy 
Healy and a labor representative, with 
the lord mayor of Dublin, was appotnt- 
ed to attend the bishops’ meeting at 
Maynooth, where the resolution quot- 
ed was passed, 

The meeting also directed that pub- 
lic. meetings should be held in the par- 
ish next Sunday, at which a pledge 
should be administered in the words 
of the resolution. The masses of in- 
tercession will also be held in every 
Catholic church. 

In the meantime the authorities, al- 
though they do not anticipate that any 
conscripts will be called until the 
home rule bill is on the statute books, 
are taking steps to deal with the situ- 
ation, which, to say the least, is 
threatening. 

Field Marshal Lord French, com- 
mander-in-chief of the forces in the 
United Kingdom, arrived in Dublin 
Thursday with his staff, 

The Nationalists, or at least the ma- 
jority of them, are understood to have 
decided to abstain from attendance 
in the house of commons during the 
crisis, thus adopting the attitude of the 
Sinn Feiners, who were elected to par- 
Mament, but have never attended.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, April 18.—An_ effort was 
made by the Fourth German army, 
which holds the enemy’s right flank 
to the sea, to drive in the front of the 
Allies from the coast, was extended 
yesterday to the Yser region, held by! 
the Belgians. At half-past eight o’-| 
clock in the morning, after an all- 
uight bombardment, the Germans at- 
tacked on a front of four miles be- 
tween Langemarck and Kippe. 

The Germans gained 4 footing in 
the Belgian advance positons, but they 
were thrown out after a fight lasting 
nearly all day. The Belgians took 600 
prisoners, including olficers bebonging 
to seven different regiments, which 
represented one Bavarian, two Prus- 
gian and one Marine Infantry division, 

Made a Mistake 
German attack against the 
positions is especially note- 
worthy. In this stage of the campaign 
the enemy employed four divisions, 
one of Marine Infantry, one of Bavar- 
‘an and two Prussian. <An_ intense,| 
night-long bombardment was probably 
counted upon to forestall all resist- 
ance, but the Germans speedily found 
that they were mistaken, for the Bel- 
uians put up « fight ranking as one 
the epies of their splendid war his- 
ters This brilllant vietery was on 
a stretch of six kilometres, between 
Langemareck and Kippe. 

All Attacks Repulsed 

Six heavy attacks were delivered by

All the members of the 
cabinet were present except Count 
Szyereny!, minister of commerce, and 
Count Zichy, minister of court, who 
were absent from Budapest, After a 
short conference all the members 
present signed the document tendering 
their resignations, 

Says Policy Not Affected 

AMSTERDAM, April 18.—Dr. Von 
Seydler, the Austrian premier, in re- 
ceiving a delegation of deputies who 
called attention to the pronounced agi- 
tation recent political events had 
caused in Germanic circles, said he 
Was aware of this excitement and 
greatly regretted it. He was emphatic 
in declaring that neither the foreign 
nor the home policy of the govern- 
ment was affected in the least by the 
| change in the Austro-Hungarian for- 
{eign ministry, He added that, accord- 
ling to the unalterable views of the 
| crown, with which he was completely 
| acquainted, those who looked to the 
Entente for salvation would always be 
regarded and treated as enemies of 


the state.

SEVERE FIGHTING ON LYS FRONT 

LONDON, April 18, (Bulletin).—Field Marshal Haig’s report 
tonight says: 

‘There has been severe fighting again today on the greater part 
of the Lys battlefront. From La Bassee Canal at Givenchy to the 
Lys river, east of St. Venant, a bombardment was reported this 
morning followed by strong hostile attacks, all of which have been 
repulsed, 

“The losses inflicted on the attacking German infaniry by our 
fire are again reported to have been extremely heavy and over 200 
prisoners have been taken. 

“The struggle has been particularly ferocious in the vicinity 
of Givenchy where the enemy made determined efforts, without suc- 
cess, to retrieve his previous failures. The fighting in this locality 
has not yet ceased and the activity of the enemy’s artillery is con« 
tinuing on the whole ef this front. ‘. 

‘“‘Later in the day, further attacks, accompanied by heavy shell- 
ing, developed against our positions south of Kemmel and were re- 
pulsed. 

‘Beyond artillery activity, in different sectors, particularly south 
and north of the Somme, there is nothing of special interest to re- 
port from the British front.’’

Department of Agriculture Has

Supply and demand in the matter 
of pigs for the city back yards have 
not been able to meet in any sense of 


the term this year, The department of 
agriculture has been buying up any | 
brood sows they could, but it has been 
very difficult to find them, Dealers 
state that brood sows are being picked 
up locally and owing to the demand/ 
they are selling in many cases higher 
than “selects,"’ where in other years 
there was a dockage of about four 
cents, The department has been pay- 
ing about the price of “selects” for any 
tnat they have been able to get at the 
packing plants or the stockyards 

Although there have been a few 
serious losses reported this spring, the 
general reports show that there have 
been less loss from farrowing than last 
year. At the fair grounds, where some 
30 or 40 sows are being kept by the 
department, the loeses to date have 
been exceedingly small, and the sows 
at the University farm have also done 
particularly well. 

The little pigs that have been born 
at the exhibition grounds will be wean- 
ed and sold out to the prospective pa- 
triots as soon as possible. The sows 
will then be fattened and sold, 

The pigs have all been bespoken by 
the Edmonton residents and some of 
the outsde towns have also sent in in- 
quiries,

Council, by Unanimous Vote, Decides That the Greater Publicity |

Form—Aldermen Agree That It Would Be More to the Interest 


of the Property Owner. 


The two Edmonton newspapers are 
to advertise the forthcoming tax sale. 
At its special meeting on Thursday 
afternoon the city council had to de- 
cide whether it ‘would advertise the 
sale in the newspapers or by means of 
issutng a book in which the lots to be 
sold would be listed, and after a 
lengthy discussion in which the merits 
ot the two systems were gone into, 
it was nuanimously decided that the 
greater publicity would, from all 
points of view, be given by the news- 
paper advertisements, and this course 
was adopted. 

The complete list of lots to be sold, 
properly headed and indexed and ex- 
plained, ia to be advertised in one 
issue of the two papers, an advertise- 
ment calling attention to the sale is to 
‘tbe printed at least once per week ‘n 
each paper for six weeks prior to the 
wale, not including the advertisement 
of the Niet of lots, and the price for 
the whole fg to be 22 centa per parce! 
of land, which will make a total 
amount of $11,000 for the extimetes 
50,000 lotsa. The liet of lots has to be 
published not later than May 10, as 
it is proposed to hold the sale not 
later than the second or third week of 


June. 
City Will Pay Postage 


The number of ordinary subscribers 
who will receive the advertised lists 
by means of the aper circula- 
tion is over 32,000, and {f special ar- 
rangements cannot be made with the 

ost office authorities for the mailing 
fists of the papers to go at the ordi- 
nary rates when the supplement is 
published, the city hag agreed to pay 
the extra postage, which will mean 
something over $400. It is possibis 
that this may not be required. 

Council considered that the public- 
ity to be gained by the above would be 


far greater than the estimated issue 0 
3,500 copies of a book containing ths 
list of lots, the prices for which were 
quoted from $38,500 to $5,000 by dit- 
ferent city printers, The book would 
have to be advertised and then appiied 
for by those of the public requiring it, 
and it would then have to be mailed 
to the applicants by the city. 

The mayor in opening the meeting 
called attention to the privilege tnat 
council now had under the charter 
amendments of advertising the tax 
sale in either the newspapers or in 
book form. In either way chosen, 
he said, the work must be done with- 
out delay as they were bound by time. 
The sale had to be advertised for six 
weeks before taking place, and ft 
could not be held much later than 
June 16, The mayor added that ihe 
city treasurer had secured estim#tes 
for both the printing and advertising 
from the printers and the newspaper 


owners. 
The Estimates | 
City Treasurer Barnhouse then pro- 


duced the estimates, which were as

city property cheaply. The speaker 
also pointed, out that an additional 
reason for greater publicity was that 
the redemption, period had been re- 
duced.

OVER $46,000 
FOR SEED GRAIN 
TO 300 FARMERS 


' | 
Settlers in the Unorganized Dis- 
tricts Supplied Through De- 
partment of Agriculture 


Over $46,000 has been guaranteed 
by the department of agriculture of 
Alberta to buy seed grain for the far- 
mers of the province who live in the 
unorganized districts. This means 
something over 300 farmers who have 
been supplied through this source. 

The ttoal amount of sced supplied 
is difficult to estimate, as much ts ar- 


ranged for locally between farmers. 
The Dominion government supplies 
the seed for the unpatented lands, and 


by authority of the new act, the de- 
partment of municipalities guarantees 
the municipal districts who supply 
their farmers. 

Most of the seed supplied by the de- 
partment of agriculture is bought di- 
rect from the seed grain commission, 
eppointed by the Dorninion govern- 
ment, There is plenty of wheat and 
oats obtainable in the province, but it 
ig difficult to get enough barley to sat- 
isfy the demand. 

This is probably due to the fact that 
for the last year farmers have been 
short of feed and have used up barley 
that should have been saved for seed, 
It is also difficult to get the barley 
free from the wild oats and the pro- 
cess of cleaning is very expensive.

ISH CANNERY National Resources Should Be Worked 


In the Interests of the Whole People 
And Not Sold to Private Individuals 


Premier Stewart Makes Emphatic Declaration at 


Meeting—Says 


Club 


Our Domain in Canada Has Been Squandered— 


Believes County System Would Be Too Costly for Alberta—Advo- 
cates Legislation as Matter of Right, Not Charity, 


An emphatic declaration that the 
natural resources of the province 
should not be sold to private individ- 
uals but worked in the interests of 
the whole people was made by Pre- 
mier Stewart last night when diecuss- 
ing the system of government in op- 
eration in Alberta. at the meeting of 
the Anglican club in All Saints’ 
church school room. The premier 
had been pointing out that the object 
of the present form of municipalities, 
with no intervening bodies such as 
counties, between the people and the 
legislature, was with a view to reduc- 
ing the cost of government by keeping 
down the number of officials. Money 
had to be secured to carry on the 
various activities, he said, and the 
only way in this province was by 
direct taxation. “But we are hoping,” 
he added, “a change may take place 
this year in this respect and that our 
natural resources may be secured, If 
that takes place it would be my in- 
tention to hold them in the interest of 
the state,” and the announcement of 
this policy was acclaimed by the audi- 


ence, 
Domain is Squandcred 


“If we succeed in that direction,” 
continued the premier, ‘with the un- 
limited resources we have in Alberta, 
it is obvious taxation would not fall 
so heavily upon the land, although 
the land has a perfect right to bear 
a fair share of taxation. But we have 
allowed our domain to be squandered 
in Canada for the benefit of the in- 
dividual, The great principle of the 
future should be that the individual 
should sink into insignificance. Not 
into insignificance so far as personal- 
ity is concerned, but in so far as deal- 
ings with the state are concerned— 
that instead of the private individual 
going before the state the state must 
go before the private individual.” 

“I would not go so far as to say,” 
the premicr proceeded, “that the state 
should take from the private individ- 
ual the right to accumulate wealth 
honestly by his education and the 
ability with which he has been en- 
downed. But if he does accumulate 
wealth honestly only a reasonable 
proportion should be handed to his 
posterity and the rest should be used 
for the purposes of the state.” 

County System too Costly 

Reverting to the subject of gKov- 
ernment, Mr. Stewart said that they 
should keep away from the county 
system as long as humanly possible 
because it not only meant @ more cost- 
ly system but a system that would 
prevent the people keeping in close 
touch with the provincial govern- 
ment. 

Speaking of the problems of gov- 
ernment and the difficulties § arising 
from the sparse character of the pop- 
ulation of Alberta, he alluded to the 
outlying districts and the trouble that 
had been experienced in getting med- 


ical attendance for the people, They 
were now going to endeavor, he said, 
through nureing sisters, to give aid io 


the people, and it might be that they 
would be established in a small way

in certain districts in four or six room 
cottages. They would be given tele- 
phone communication with the near- 
6st point at which a medical man 
would live, and in that way the guv- 
ernment would try and help the solu- 
tion of a dificult and pressing prob- 
iem. Commenting upon the high 
child death-rate in these portions of 
the province, he said if they could 
reduve it by fifty per cent. he would 
say it was good immigration policy, 
an opinion @ audience endorsed by 
its applause, 


Too Much Oharity 

Mentioning that the government 
next session would introduce a Moth- 
ers’ Pension measure, the premier 
asked the co-operation of the club and 
all organizations interested in the 
welfare of the people. “What I don't 
like about such legislation eo far," 
said the premier, “fe that {t takes too 
much the aspect of charity. Now, it 
should not, and so far as I am con- 
cerned I never will place on the stat- 
ute book legislation in the interests of 
the deserving mothers of Alberta that 
has anything in it savoring of charity. 
What the mother should she 
should get as her right. It should not 
come in the guise of charity, It should 
come from the state in recognition of 
the way she raises her children in the 
home and under home influences. We 
are sincere upon thie question and we 
are going to ask the co-operation of 
other societies, so that by the social 
legislation that will be enacted it may 
be said we will have a government 
here that makes the paramount ques- 
tion that of good citizenship.” 


Duties of the Laity 

Bishop Gray, in speaking of the du- 
ties of the laity In regard to pubdite 
affairs, eaid the hands of Governmnest 
were largely guided by public opinion. 
If public opinion was content with a 
low standard of principles, the char- 
acter of the government would be de- 
termined by that attitude. The man 
who wanted good government shoul! 
bring to bear upon public affaira the 
principles which he as a faithful sery- 
ant of Jesus Christ should endeavor 
to maintain. It was the duty of the 
clergy as leaders to assist the body of 
the church to do their duty. Com- 
menting upon the relation of the 
church to social problems, and ad- 
dressing the premier, he said he had 
tackled more social work in the recent 
session of the legislature than had 
ever been done before, 

He rejoiced greatly that that had 
been so, and he trusted the members 
of the society would do thoir utmost 
in an endeavor to raise the standard 
of public opinion eo that the develop- 
ment of their social organization im 
the future should be upon the high- 
est principles and that it should no 
longer be said of the members of the 
church that they had held aloof and 
taken no part in the affairs of the 
community.

Additional revenue will be brought 
to the coffers of the provincial treas- 
ury department this year through four 
measures which received legislative 
sanction in the session of the legisla- 
| tive assembly just proregued. These 
|are: The Supplementary Revenue Act, 
the act amending the Amusements 
| Tax Act, the act amending the Corpor- 
'ations Tax Act, and the Mine Owners 
Tax Act, 

Auto Licenses 
The revenue wit! also be supple- 
mented by the new mode of arriving 
at the license fees paid by owners of 
automobiles which now ts levied on a 
wheel base basis. Last year $269,786 
wag collected under the Motor Vehicles 
Act. For this year the estimate is 
$400,000, the calculation being made 
on the expectation of a larger number 
of automobiles in use as well as in the 
method of assessment. The taxation 
| from this source, it should be pointed 
out, does not go into the general 
revenue of the province. It is ex- 
pressly ear-marked for road work In 
the province. 
Supplementary Revenue Tax 

In respect to the act to supplement 
the revenue of the province the neces- 
sity for the legislation had its origin 
in the decision of the government to 
relieve the people of the province of 
the collections for the Patriotic Fund.

After hearing the eddress by Coni- 
miasioner Roland some discussion 
took place, when Dr. Collins, presi- 
dent of the G.W.V.A., said that the 
first thing that the eoldiers wanted 
was a home, and they wanted one as 
soon as they could get it. They had 
their eyes on College avenue for at 
least a year, and for the last five 
monthe had bean trying to get the 
city council and the echoo] board to- 
gether on the subject. Befure giving 
over the idea of the College avenuc 
site he hoped that they would muke 
at least one more attempt to get to- 
gether on the matter and see if they 
could not arrive at some basis of 
agreement. He had been in conversua- 
tion with an official of the schoo! 
board that day, who stated that he 
felt that the onus of refusal should not 
be allowed to fall upon the school 
board béfore something more had 
been done. 

The idea of an industrial exposition 
did somewhat assault their first 
scheme for a memorial home for sol- 
diers, but this was a practical age, 
and if they could not have the other, 
this would be welcomed. 

As Commissioner Roland is staying 
in ,ihe city for several more days, it 
was arranged that he should view the 
two sites in question, and also that 
he should attend before a meeting of 
the G.W.V. association and explhin 
the working of the Winnipeg exposi- 
tion to them.
